The  Profile  of  a  Prophet 

by  Hugh  B.  Brown 

My  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latterday  Saints,  and  my  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  members 
of  other  churches,  or  of  none;  all  who  may  be  listening  to  the  proceedings 
of  this  conference,  I  salute  and  welcome  as  my  brothers  and  sisters  because 
I  believe  in  the  universal  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  consequent  universal 
brotherhood  of  man. 

I  should  like  to  support  and  bear  witness  to  the  claim  that  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  as  it  was  taught  by  him  and  his  apostles  in  the  meridian 
of  time  was  restored  in  the  state  of  New  York  in  1830  by  Jesus  the 
Christ,  and  was  organized  under  his  direction  through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  I  should  like  to  give  some  reasons  for  this  faith  and  attempt  to 
justify  my  allegiance  to  the  Church.  Perhaps  I  can  do  this  best  by  refer- 
ring again  to  an  interview  I  had  in  London,  England,  in  1939,  just  before 
the  outbreak  of  World  War  II. 

I  had  met  a  very  prominent  English  gentleman,  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  formerly  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
of  Britain.  In  a  series  of  conversations  on  various  subjects,  "vexations  of 
the  soul,"  he  called  them,  we  talked  about  business  and  law;  about  poli- 
tics, international  relations,  and  war;  and  we  frequently  discussed  religion. 

He  called  me  on  the  phone  one  day  and  asked  if  I  would  meet  him 
at  his  office  and  explain  some  phases  of  my  faith.  He  said,  "There  is  going 
to  be  a  war,  and  you  will  have  to  return  to  America,  and  we  may  not 
meet  again."  His  statement  regarding  the  imminence  of  war  and  the 
possibility  that  we  would  not  meet  again  proved  to  be  prophetic. 

When  I  went  to  his  office,  he  said  he  had  been  intrigued  by  some 
things  I  had  told  about  my  church.  He  asked  me  if  I  would  prepare  a  brief 
on  Mormonism  and  discuss  it  with  him  as  I  would  discuss  a  legal  problem. 
He  said,  "You  have  told  me  that  you  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a 
prophet  and  that  you  believe  that  God  the  Father  and  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
appeared  to  him  in  vision. 

"I  cannot  understand,"  he  said,  "how  a  barrister  and  solicitor  from 
Canada,  a  man  trained  in  logic  and  evidence  and  unemotional  cold  fact, 
could  accept  such  absurd  statements.  What  you  tell  me  about  Joseph 
Smith  seems  fantastic,  but  I  wish  you  would  take  three  days  at  least  to 
prepare  a  brief  and  permit  me  to  examine  it  and  question  you  on  it." 

I  suggested  that,  as  I  had  been  working  on  such  a  brief  for  more  than 
50  years,  we  proceed  at  once  to  have  an  examination  for  discovery,  which 
is  briefly  a  meeting  of  the  opposing  sides  in  a  lawsuit  where  the  plaintiff 
and  defendant,  with  their  attorneys  meet  to  examine  each  other's  claims 
and  see  whether  they  can  find  some  areas  of  agreement  and  thus  save  the 
time  of  the  court  later  on. 

I  said  perhaps  we  could  find  some  common  ground  from  which  we 
could  discuss  my  "fantastic  ideas."  He  agreed,  and  we  proceeded  with  our 
"examination  for  discovery." 

Because  of  time  limitations,  I  can  only  give  a  condensed  or  abbreviated 
synopsis  of  the  three-hour  conversation  that  followed.  I  began  by  asking, 
"May  I  proceed,  sir,  on  the  assumption  that  you  are  a  Christian?" 

"I  am." 

"I  assume  that  you  believe  in  the  Bible  —  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments?" 

"I  do!" 

"Do  you  believe  in  prayer?" 

"I  do!" 

"You  say  that  my  belief  that  God  spoke  to  a  man  in  this  age  is  fan- 
tastic and  absurd?" 
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"To  me  it  is." 

"Do  you  believe  that  God  ever  did  speak  to  anyone?" 

"Certainly,  all  through  the  Bible  we  have  evidence  of  that." 

"Did  he  speak  to  Adam?" 

"Yes." 

"To  Enoch,  Noah,  Abraham,  Moses,  Jacob,  and  to  others  of  the 
prophets?" 

"I  believe  he  spoke  to  each  of  them." 

"Do  you  believe  that  contact  between  God  and  man  ceased  when 
Jesus  appeared  on  the  earth?" 

"Certainly  not.  Such  communication  reached  its  climax,  its  apex  at 
tha*  time." 

"Do  you  believe,  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  the  Son  of  God?" 

"He  was." 

"Do  you  believe,  sir,  that  after  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  God  ever 
spoke  to  any  man?" 

He  thought  for  a  moment  and  then  said,  "I  remember  one  Saul  of 
Tarsus  who  was  going  down  to  Damascus  to  persecute  the  saints  and 
who  had  a  vision,  was  stricken  blind,  in  fact,  and  heard  a  voice." 

"Whose  voice  did  he  hear?" 

"Well,"  he  said,  "the  voice  said  'I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest: 
it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks.'  " 

"Do  you  believe  that  actually  took  place?" 

"I  do." 

"Then,  my  Lord"  —  that  is  the  way  we  address  judges  in  the  British 
commonwealth  —  "my  Lord,  I  am  submitting  to  you  in  all  seriousness 
that  it  was  standard  procedure  in  Bible  times  for  God  to  talk  to  men." 

"I  think  I  will  admit  that,  but  it  stopped  shortly  after  the  first  century 
of  the  Christian  era." 

"Why  do  you  think  it  stopped?" 

"I  can't  say." 

"You  think  that  God  hasn't  spoken  since  then?" 

"Not  to  my  knowledge." 

"May  I  suggest  some  possible  reasons  why  he  has  not  spoken.  Per- 
haps it  is  because  he  cannot.  He  has  lost  the  power." 

He  said,  "Of  course  that  would  be  blasphemous." 

"Well,  then,  if  you  don't  accept  that,  perhaps  he  doesn't  speak  to  men 
because  he  doesn't  love  us  anymore.  He  is  no  longer  interested  in  the 
affairs  of  men." 

"No,"  he  said,  "God  loves  all  men,  and  he  is  no  respecter  of  per- 
sons." 

"Well,  then,  if  you  don't  accept  that  he  doesn't  love  us,  then  the  only 
other  possible  answer  as  I  see  it  is  that  we  don't  need  him.  We  have  made 
such  rapid  strides  in  education  and  science  that  we  don't  need  God  any 
more." 

And  then  he  said,  and  his  voice  trembled  as  he  thought  of  impending 
war,  "Mr.  Brown,  there  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  world  when 
the  voice  of  God  was  needed  as  it  is  needed  now.  Perhaps  you  can  tell  me 
why  he  doesn't  speak." 

My  answer  was,  "He  does  speak,  he  has  spoken;  but  men  need  faith 
to  hear  him." 

Then  we  proceeded  to  examine  what  I  may  call  a  "profile  of  a 
prophet." 

We  agreed  that  any  man  who  claims  to  be  a  prophet  should  have  at 
least  the  following  characteristics : 

1.  He  will  boldly  but  humbly  declare,  "God  has  spoken  to  me." 

2.  His  message  will  be  dignified,  intelligent,  earnest,  and  honest,  but 
he  will  not  necessarily  be  a  learned  person. 

3.  There  will  be  no  spiritualistic  claims  of  communion  with  the  dead, 
no  clairvoyance  or  legerdemain. 
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4.  Generally  he  will  be  a  young  man  such  as  Samuel;  a  man  having 
good  parentage  and  associates. 

5.  His  message  must  be  reasonable  and  scriptural. 

6.  He  will  be  fearless  and  positive,  unmindful  of  current  opinion  and 
the  creeds  of  the  day. 

7.  He  will  make  no  concessions  to  public  opinion  or  the  effect  upon 
himself  or  his  reputation  or  personal  fortune. 

8.  His  message  must  be  current,  unusual,  but  historically  consistent. 

9.  He  will  simply  but  earnestly  tell  what  he  has  seen  and  heard. 
10.   His  message,  not  himself,  will  be  important  to  him. 

11.  He  will  boldly  declare,  "Thus  saith  the  Lord!" 

12.  He  will  predict  future  events  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  events  that 
he  could  not  control,  events  that  only  God  could  bring  to  pass. 

13.  His  message  will  be  important  not  only  for  his  generation  but  for 
all  time,  such  as  the  messages  of  Daniel,  Ezekiel.  and  Jeremiah. 

14.  He  will  have  courage,  fortitude,  and  faith  enough  to  endure  per- 
secution and,  if  necessary,  to  give  his  life  for  his  testimony,  and  be  willing 
to  seal  his  testimony  with  his  blood  as  did  Peter  and  Paul. 

15.  He  will  denounce  wickedness  fearlessly  and  be  rejected  and  ridiculed 
therefor. 

16.  He  will  do  superhuman  things,  things  that  only  a  man  inspired  of 
God  could  do. 

17.  The  consequence  of  his  teachings  will  be  convincing  evidence  of  his 
prophetic  calling:   "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 

18.  His  word  and  message  will  live  after  him. 

19.  All  of  his  teachings  will  be  scriptural.  In  fact,  his  words,  writings, 
and  message  will  become  scripture.  "For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old 
time  by  the  will  of  man :  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved 
by  the  Holy  Ghost."  (II  Pet.  1:21). 

I  believe  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet  of  God  because  he  gave  to  this 
world  some  of  the  greatest  revelations  of  all  time.  I  believe  that  he  was 
a  prophet  of  God  because  he  foretold  many  things  that  have  come  to 
pass,  things  that  only  God  could  bring  to  pass. 

John,  the  beloved  disciple  of  Jesus,  declared,  ".  .  .  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy."  (Rev.  19:10).  If  Joseph  Smith  had  the 
testimony  of  Jesus,  he  had  the  spirit  of  prophecy,  and  if  he  had  the  spirit 
of  prophecy,  he  was  a  prophet.  I  submitted  to  my  friend,  that  as  much 
as  any  man  who  ever  lived,  the  Prophet  Joseph  had  a  testimony  of  Jesus, 
for,  like  the  apostles  of  old,  he  saw  him  and  heard  him  speak,  and  like 
them  he  gave  his  life  for  that  testimony.  I  know  of  no  one  who  has  given 
more  convincing  evidence  of  the  divine  calling  of  Jesus  Christ  than  did 
Joseph  Smith. 

I  believe  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet  because  he  did  many  super- 
human things.  One  was  translating  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  is  a  history 
of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  America.  Some  people  will  not  agree,  but  I 
submit  that  Joseph  Smith  in  translating  the  Book  of  Mormon  did  a  super- 
human work.  I  ask  anyone  to  undertake  to  write  the  story  of  the  ancient 
inhabitants  of  America,  to  write  as  he  did  without  any  source  material. 
He  must  include  in  the  story  54  chapters  dealing  with  wars,  21  historical 
chapters,  55  chapters  on  visions  and  prophecies  (and  remember,  when  the 
writer  begins  to  write  on  visions  and  prophecies,  he  must  have  the  record 
agree  meticulously  with  the  Bible). 

He  must  write  71  chapters  on  doctrine  and  exhortation,  and  here  too, 
he  must  check  every  statement  with  the  scriptures  or  he  will  be  proved  to 
be  a  fraud.  He  must  write  21  chapters  on  the  ministry  of  Christ,  and 
everything  the  writer  claims  Jesus  said  and  did  and  every  testimony  he 
writes  in  the  book  about  him  must  agree  absolutely  with  the  New 
Testament. 

I  ask,  would  anyone  like  to  undertake  such  a  task?  I  point  out,  too. 
that  he  must  employ  figures  of  speech,  similes,  metaphors,  narration,  expo- 
sition, description,  oratory,  epic,  lyric,  logic,  and  parables,  I  ask  the  writer 
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to  remember  that  the  man  who  translated  the  Book  of  Mormon  was  a 
young  man  who  had  very  little  schooling,  and  yet  he  dictated  that  book 
in  just  a  little  over  two  months  and  made  very  few,  if  any,  corrections. 
For  over  one  hundred  years,  some  of  the  best  students  and  scholars  of 
the  world  have  been  trying  to  prove  from  the  Bible  that  the  Book  of 
Mormon  is  a  fraud,  but  not  one  of  them  has  been  able  to  prove  that  any- 
thing in  it  was  contrary  to  the  scriptures,  the  Bible,  the  word  of  God. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  not  only  declares  on  the  title  page  that  its 
purpose  is  to  convince  Jew  and  Gentile  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
Eternal  God,  but  this  truth  is  also  the  burden  of  its  message. 

In  Third  Nephi  it  is  recorded  that  multitudes  of  people  testified,  "We 
saw  him,  we  felt  of  his  hands  and  his  side,  we  know  he  is  the  Christ  .  .  ." 

Joseph  Smith  undertook  and  accomplished  other  superhuman  tasks. 
Among  them  I  list  the  following :  He  organized  the  Church.  (I  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  no  constitution  effected  by  human  ingenuity  has  sur- 
vived one  hundred  years  without  modification  or  amendment,  even  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  basic  law  or  constitution  of  the 
Church  has  never  been  altered.)  He  undertook  to  carry  the  gospel  message 
to  all  nations,  which  is  a  superhuman  task  and  is  still  progressing  with 
accelerated  speed.  He  undertook  by  divine  command,  to  gather  thousands 
of  people  to  Zion.  He  instituted  vicarious  work  for  the  dead  and  built 
temples  for  that  purpose.  He  promised  that  certain  signs  should  follow  the 
believers.  There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  witnesses  who  certify  that  this 
promise  has  been  fulfilled. 

I  said  to  my  friend,  "My  Lord,  I  cannot  understand  you  saying  to  me 
that  my  claims  are  fantastic.  Nor  can  I  understand  why  Christians  who 
claim  to  believe  in  Christ  would  persecute  and  put  to  death  a  man  whose 
whole  purpose  was  to  prove  the  truth  of  the  things  they  themselves  were 
teaching,  namely,  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ.  I  could  understand  their  perse- 
cuting Joseph  if  he  had  said,  'I  am  Christ,'  or  if  he  had  said  someone  else 
is  Christ;  then  Christians  believing  in  Christ  would  be  justified  in  opposing 
him. 

"But  what  he  said  was,  'Him  whom  ye  claim  to  believe  in,  declare  I 
unto  you.'  Paraphrasing  what  Paul  said  in  Athens,  "Whom  therefore  ye 
ignorantly  worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you.'  (Acts  17:23)  Joseph  said  to 
the  Christians  of  his  day,  'You  claim  to  believe  in  Jesus  Christ.  I  testify 
that  I  saw  him  and  I  talked  with  him.  He  is  the  Son  of  God,  the  Redeemer 
of  the  world.  Why  persecute  me  for  that?' 

"When  Joseph  came  out  of  the  woods  where  he  had  this  vision,  he 
had  learned  at  least  four  fundamental  truths,  and  he  announced  them  to 
the  world :  first,  that  the  Father  and  the  Son  are  separate  and  distinct 
individuals;  second,  that  the  canon  of  scripture  is  not  complete;  third,  that 
man  was  actually  created  in  the  image  of  God;  and  fourth,  that  the 
channel  of  communication  between  earth  and  heaven  is  open,  and  revela- 
tion is  continuous." 

The  judge  sat  and  listened  intently.  He  asked  some  very  pointed  and 
searching  questions,  and  at  the  end  of  the  interview  he  said,  "Mr.  Brown, 
I  wonder  if  your  people  appreciate  the  import  of  your  message.  Do  you?" 
He  said,  "If  what  you  have  told  me  is  true,  it  is  the  greatest  message  that 
has  come  to  earth  since  the  angels  announced  the  birth  of  Christ." 

This  was  a  learned  judge  speaking,  a  great  statesman,  an  intelligent 
man.  He  threw  out  the  challenge,  "Do  you  appreciate  the  import  of 
what  you  say?"  He  added:  "I  wish  it  were  true.  I  hope  it  may  be  true.  I 
would  to  God,"  he  said,  his  voice  trembling,  "that  some  man  would 
appear  on  the  earth  and  authoritatively  say,  'Thus  saith  the  Lord.' " 

As  I  intimated,  we  did  not  meet  again.  I  have  mentioned  very  briefly 
some  of  the  reasons  why  I  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet  of 
God.  But  undergirding  and  overarching  all  that,  I  say  from  the  very  centre 
of  my  heart  that  by  the  revelations  of  the  Holy  Ghost  I  know,  and  you 
may  know,  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a  prophet  of  God.  While  the  evidences

Editors  Note:  The  following  article  is  taken  from  the  April  13,  issue 
of  the  Church  News. 

The  historic  138th  Annual  General  Conference  of  the  Church  held 
April  5,  6,  and  7  in  the  100-year  old  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  was  highlighted 
by  new  assignments  for  two  General  Authorities  and  the  appointment  of 
two  others  to  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy. 

Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks  of  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy  was 
named  an  Assistant  to  the  Twelve. 

Elder  Hartman  Rector  Jr.,  Halifax,  Va.,  senior  president  of  the  542nd 
Quorum  of  the  Seventy  in  the  Potomac  Stake,  was  named  to  the  First 
Council  of  the  Seventy. 

Elder  Alvin  R.  Dyer  who  was  ordained  an  apostle  last  October,  was 
called  to  serve  as  a  counselor  to  the  First  Presidency. 

Elder  Loren  Charles  Dunn,  a  native  of  Toele,  Utah,  and  now  a  resi- 
dent of  Natick,  Mass.,  and  first  counselor  in  the  New  England  Mission 
Presidency,  also  was  called  to  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy. 

President  Dyer's  appointment  as  a  counselor  brings  to  six  the  number 
of  members  in  the  First  Presidency.  These  include  President  McKay,  with 
President  Hugh  B.  Brown  as  first  counselor,  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner 
as  second  counselor,  and  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  President 
Thorpe  B.  Isaacson,  and  President  Dyer  as  counselors  to  the  First 
Presidency. 

Elder  Hanks  new  calling  fills  the  vacancy  left  when  President  Dyer  was 
ordained  an  apostle. 

The  two  new  members  of  the  First  Council  of  the  Seventy  fill  vacan- 
cies occasioned  by  the  death  last  October  of  Elder  Antoine  R.  Ivins,  and 
the  advancement  of  Elder  Hanks. 

President  Dyer  became  a  General  Authority  in  October  of  1958  when 
he  was  called  to  be  an  Assistant  to  the  Twelve.  At  that  time  he  was 
serving  as  first  assistant  general  superintendent  of  the  Young  Men's 
Mutual  Improvement  Assn. 

He  has  had  a  long  and  successful  activity  in  the  missionary  programme 
of  the  Church. 

He  served  a  mission  in  the  Eastern  States.  Later  he  was  called  to  pre- 
side over  the  Central  States  Mission  with  headquarters  in  Independence, 
Mo.  Later  when  he  was  called  as  a  General  Authority,  he  presided  over 
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the  European  Mission  for  two  years  with  headquarters  in  Frankfurt, 
Germany. 

President  Dyer  is  a  native  of  Salt  Lake  City.  He  was  born  Jan.  1, 
1903,  a  son  of  Alfred  Robert  and  Harriet  Walsh  Dyer.  He  married  May 
Elizabeth  Jackson  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  a 
son  and  daughter,  Brent  Rulon  Dyer,  and  Mrs.  Gloria  May  Klein. 

President  Dyer  has  authored  several  books  on  doctrinal  subjects  and 
other  writings  to  help  the  missionary  programme  of  the  Church. 

Elder  Hanks,  long  recognized  in  Church  and  civic  affairs,  has  been 
prominent  in  his  work  with  the  youth.  His  work  was  recognized  when  he 
was  named  a  member  of  the  U.S.  President's  Citizens  Advisory  Commit- 
tee on  Youth  Fitness  in  1957. 

He  now  is  a  member  of  the  National  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  regents  of  Brigham  Young  University. 

He  served  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  Temple  Square  Mission  Presi- 
dency, and  is  prominent  as  a  teacher  of  religion. 

Elder  Hanks  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  one  of  seven  children.  His 
father  died  when  Elder  Hanks  was  only  two  years  old,  and  the  family  was 
reared  by  the  widowed  mother,  who  died  just  recently. 

Elder  Hanks  holds  a  doctor's  degree  in  law  from  the  University  of 
Utah.  He  and  the  former  Maxine  Christensen  were  married  in  the 
Hawaian  Temple,  and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  daughters  and  a  son. 

Elder  Rector  is  a  convert  to  the  Church  and  was  baptized  in  the  last 
week  of  February,  1952,  in  Japan.  He  was  serving  as  a  Navy  flier  in  the 
Korean  war.  He  holds  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

His  wife  was  baptized  a  week  after  her  husband  in  San  Diego,  Calif. 
The  two  of  them  had  been  studying  the  Gospel  prior  to  his  call  as  a 
Reserve  officer  to  serve  in  Korea. 

He  has  been  associated  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  as 
programme  and  budget  analyst  in  the  office  of  Budget  and  Finance.  He 
was  awarded  the  Secretary's  Certificate  of  Merit  on  April  2  for  a  survey 
he  conducted  of  USDA  activities  in  Mexico. 

Elder  Rector  was  born  in  Moberly,  Mo.,  Aug.  20,  1924,  a  son  of 
Hartman  and  Vivian  Fay  Garvin  Rector.  He  grew  up  on  a  farm  near 
Moberly  and  attended  school  and  junior  college  there. 

He  enlisted  in  the  naval  reserve  cadet  programme  in  1942,  and  was 
commissioned  in  1945,  entering  active  duty  in  1947. 

He  married  a  home-town  girl,  Constance  Kirk  Daniel,  on  Oct.  12, 
1947,  and  their  marriage  was  sealed  in  the  Mesa  Temple,  May  21,  1953. 

They  have  seven  children.  A  son,  Joel  Kirk  Rector,  is  in  the  Language 
Training  Mission  of  BYU  where  he  is  preparing  for  his  mission  in  Brazil. 

Elder  Rector  has  received  additional  schooling  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  the  University  of  Southern  California  and  two  other  colleges. 

He  was  ordained  an  elder  in  1952,  and  a  seventy  in  May,  1956.  He  has 
served  in  many  posts  in  the  Church  since  his  baptism.  He  also  served  four 
years  as  a  stake  missionary  during  which  time  his  converts  numbered  47. 

Mrs.  Rector  also  has  served  diligently  in  the  Church  and  at  present  is 
in  the  Potomac  Stake  Relief  Society  presidency. 

Elder  Dunn  was  born  in  Tooele  June  12,  1930,  a  son  of  the  late  Alex 
F.  Dunn  and  Carol  Horsfall  Dunn.  His  father  had  served  as  president  of 
the  Tooele  Stake  and  publisher  of  the  Tooele  Transcript  Bulletin. 

Elder  Dunn  is  director  of  communications  for  the  New  England  Coun- 
cil for  Economic  Development  with  headquarters  in  Boxton,  Mass. 

He  is  a  graduate  of  Brigham  Young  University  with  a  journalism 
degree.  While  at  BYU  from  1949  to  '53,  he  was  well-known  in  sports 
circles  and  served  as  center  on  the  school's  basketball  squad.  He  was  on 
the  BYU  team  which  won  the  conference  championship  in  1951  and  then 
went  on  to  win  the  National  Invitational  Tournament. 

He  was  editor  of  the  Tooele  Transcript  from  1958  to  1961  and  then 
went  to  Boston  University  where  he  received  his  Masters  Degree  in  public 
relations  in  1966. 
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He  served  with  the  Army  in  Europe  from  1956  to  1958. 

At  present  he  is  a  director  of  the  Boston  Rotary  Club,  a  member  of 
the  Public  Relations  Society  of  America,  the  New  England  Press  Assn., 
and  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  professional  journalism  fraternity. 

He  served  a  mission  to  Australia  in  1954-56,  and  has  been  active  in 
Church  work  wherever  his  assignments  have  taken  him. 

He  was  called  as  a  counselor  in  the  mission  presidency  in  1962. 

Mrs.  Dunn  is  presently  YWMIA  president  of  Boston  Stake  and  before 
that  served  in  the  stake  Primary  presidency,  as  well  as  the  mission  Relief 
Society  presidency.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah. 


A  Testimony  of  Our  Prophet 

Editor's  Note :  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  address  by 
President  David  O.  McKay  at  the  opening  session  of  the  138th  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Church,  held  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Friday,  April 
5,  1968,  and  taken  from  the  Church  News  of  April  13,  1968. 

The  Gospel,  the  glad  tidings  of  great  joy,  is  the  true  guide  to  man- 
kind: and  that  man  or  woman  is  happiest  and  most  content  who  lives 
nearest  to  its  teachings,  which  are  the  antitheses  of  hatred,  persecution, 
tyranny,  domination,  injustice  —  things  which  foster  tribulation,  destruc- 
tion, and  death  throughout  the  world.  What  the  sun  in  the  heavenly  blue 
is  to  the  earth  struggling  to  get  free  from  winter's  grip,  so  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  to  the  sorrowing  souls  yearning  for  something  higher  and 
better  than  mankind  has  yet  found  on  earth. 

What  a  glorious  condition  will  be  in  this  old  world  when  it  can  truth- 
fully be  said  to  Christ,  the  Redeemer  of  mankind,  "All  men  seek  thee!" 
(Mark  1 :  37.)  Selfishness,  envy,  hatred,  lying,  stealing,  cheating,  disobed- 
ience, quarreling,  and  fighting  among  nations  will  then  be  no  more! 

Brethren  and  Sisters  I  have  cherished  from  childhood  the  truth  that 
God  is  a  personal  Being,  and  is,  indeed,  Our  Father  whom  we  can 
approach  in  prayer  and  receive  answers  thereto.  My  testimony  of  the 
Risen  Lord  is  just  as  real  as  Thomas',  who  said  to  the  Resurrected  Christ 
when  He  appeared  to  His  disciples:  "My  Lord  and  my  God."  (John 
20:28).  I  know  that  He  lives.  He  is  God  made  manifest  in  the  flesh;  and 
I  know  that  "there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men, 
whereby  we  must  be  saved."  (Acts  4:12).  I  know  that  He  will  confer 
with  His  servants  who  seek  Him  in  humility  and  in  righteousness.  I 
KNOW  BECAUSE  I  HAVE  HEARD  HIS  VOICE,  AND  I  HAVE 
RECEIVED  HIS  GUIDANCE  IN  MATTERS  PERTAINING  TO  HIS 
KINGDOM  HERE  ON  EARTH.  I  know  that  His  Father,  our  Creator, 
lives.  I  know  that  They  appeared  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and 
revealed  to  him  the  revelations  which  we  now  have  recorded  in  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  and  in  other  Church  works.  This  knowledge  is 
as  real  to  me  as  that  which  occurs  in  our  daily  lives.  When  we  lay  our 
bodies  down  at  night,  we  know  —  we  have  an  assurance  —  that  the  sun 
will  rise  in  the  morning  and  shed  its  glory  over  all  the  earth.  So  near  to 
me  is  the  knowledge  of  Christ's  existence  and  divinity  of  this  Restored 
Church. 
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"Though  your  Sins  be  as  Scarlet" 

QUESTION :  "I  am  not  a  member  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  However, 
I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  writing  you  because  you  have  been  able  to 
clear  up  many  of  the  apparent  conflicts  in  the  scriptures  and  doctrines. 
The  Old  Testament  prophet  Isaiah  said,  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason 
together,  saith  the  Lord :  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as 
white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.' 
This,  of  course,  on  conditions  of  repentance.  Now  I  read  where  Joseph 
Smith  said  that  an  adulterer  cannot  enter  into  the  celestial  kingdom. 
('History  of  the  Church;  Vol.  6:81.)  Can  you  reconcile  this  for  me,  or  are 
there  actually  sins  for  which  we  cannot  receive  forgiveness." 

ANSWER:  This  quotation  from  Isaiah  is  quite  generally  misunder- 
stood. It  is  clear  from  a  careful  reading  of  this  first  chapter  in  Isaiah, 
that  this  remark  had  no  reference  to  individuals  at  all,  but  to  the  House 
of  Israel.  The  first  verse  states  clearly  this  prophecy  is  what  Isaiah  saw 
concerning  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  in  succeeding  verses  we  have  the 
following : 

Ah  sinful  nation,  a  people  laden  with  iniquity,  a  seed  of  evildoers, 
children  that  are  corrupters :  they  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  they  have 
provoked  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  unto  anger,  they  are  gone  away  back- 
ward .  .  . 

Your  country  is  desolate,  your  cities  are  burned  with  fire :  your  land, 
strangers  devour  it  in  your  presence,  and  it  is  desolate,  as  overthrown  by 
strangers. 

And  the  daughter  of  Zion  is  left  as  a  cottage  in  a  vineyard,  as  a  lodge 
in  a  garden  of  cucumbers,  as  a  besieged  city. 

Except  the  Lord  of  hosts  had  left  unto  us  a  very  small  remnant,  we 
should  have  been  as  Sodom,  and  we  should  have  been  like  unto 
Gomorah  ... 

Learn  to  do  well;  seek  judgment,  relieve  the  oppressed,  judge  the 
fatherless,  plead  for  the  widow. 

The  promise  now  follows.  If  you,  a  rebellious  nation,  will  repent  and 
turn  again  unto  the  Lord,  your  sins,  "though  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as 
white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool." 
So,  we  see,  that  this  is  not  individual  promise,  but  one  to  a  rebellious 
nation.  No  matter  how  many  prophets  the  Lord  sent  to  Israel  and  Judah, 
and  how  many  times  he  pleaded  with  them,  all  through  their  history 
they  were  rebellious. 

Here  we  find  a  promise  that  if  they  would  return  to  the  Lord,  their 
past  sins  would  be  forgotten,  and  he  would  again  receive  them  as  his 
people  and  bless  them  abundantly,  and  they  should  continue  to  be  his 
covenant  people.  So  we  see  that  this  passage  does  not  apply  to  individuals 
and  individual  sins. 

If  you  will  read  through  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  and  others  of  the  prophets, 
you  will  discover  that  Israel  and  Judah  did  not  repent;  they  were  finally 
driven  from  their  cherished  land  and  have  suffered  through  the  ages  for 
their  iniquities. 

All  manner  of  sins  may  be  forgiven  execept  the  shedding  of  innocent 
blood  or  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost.  John  wrote  as  follows : 

If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  unto  death,  he  shall 
ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto  death.  There 
is  a  sin  unto  death :   I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 

All  unrighteousness  is  sin :  and  there  is  a  sin  not  unto  death.  (I  John 
5:16-17. 

In  relation  to  the  sin  of  adultery,  the  Lord  gave  to  the  Church  his  law, 
February  9,  1831,  in  Kirtland,  Ohio.  This  law  covers  many  subjects  and 
all  kinds  of  transgressions  and  sins.  In  the  matter  of  adultery  we  have  the 
following : 
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Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery;  and  he  that  committeth  adultery, 
and  repenteth  not,  shall  be  cast  out. 

But  he  that  has  committed  adultery  and  repents  with  all  his  heart, 
and  forsaketh  it,  and  doeth  it  no  more,  thou  shalt  forgive. 

But  if  he  doeth  it  again,  he  shall  not  be  forgiven,  but  shall  be  cast 
out.  (D  &  C  42 :  24-26). 

The  deadly  nature  of  this  sin  is  too  apparent  to  be  pointed  out.  How- 
ever, the  Lord  looks  upon  it  as  a  sin  second  only  to  the  shedding  of  inno- 
cent blood.  This  revelation  was  given  long  before  the  endowment  in  the 
temple  was  given.  For  those  who  violate  sacred  covenants,  the  penalty  is, 
and  should  be,  far  more  severe.  The  Lord  has  pointed  out  in  the 
revelations  given  to  Israel  anciently  and  to  the  Church  in  our  day  that 
such  a  sin  is  not  easily  forgiven.  While  it  is  required  of  us  to  forgive  all 
men,  the  Lord  has  not  said  that  he  is  under  such  necessity.  He  will  forgive 
whomsoever  he  will  according  to  the  nature  of  their  crime  and  their  true 
repentance,  and  after  the  punishment,  if  such  punishment  is  necessary,  is 
meted  out  and  justice  fully  satisfied.  The  statement  of  the  Prophet  in  the 
History  of  the  Church  (Documentary  History  6:81)  is  evidently  true  where- 
in there  has  been  no  repentance  or  penalty  inflicted  for  such  an  offense, 
but  if  all  the  requirements  are  met  according  to  the  divine  law,  there  may 
be  forgiveness.

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Mother's  Letter  To  Sons 

Editors  Note:  This  letter  was  written  by  Sister  Norma  E.  Thwaits  to 
her  teenage  sons  for  the  Mother's  Day  Programme  held  May  12,  1968  in 
the  Salisbury  Branch. 

My  Dearest  Darryl  and  Colin, 

When  Uncle  Alf  asked  me  to  talk  on  the  "Challenge  of  Loving  and 
Guiding  Teenagers",  I  composed  this  letter  to  you  in  my  mind  at  night. 
And  as  I  thought  about  you,  my  teenagers,  I  thought  of  every  teenager  in 
the  Branch,  for  I  love  them  all,  and  I  thought  about  their  problems,  their 
affections,  their  sweet  ways,  and  I  realised  that  every  mother  in  the  Branch 
has  the  same  problems  and  the  same  pleasures. 

I  wondered  whether  you  found  it  a  challenge  to  live  with  Dad  and 
me.  You  see,  the  very  nature  of  things  makes  us  a  generation  older  than 
you.  Every  generation  thinks  and  acts  differently,  every  generation  is  en- 
titled to  inherit  the  best  traditions  of  their  fathers,  and  where  possible  add 
better  ones  to  them  to  hand  down  to  the  next  generation. 

We  (my  generation)  had  our  gimmicks  and  fads  and  fancies  when  we 
were  young  too,  that's  why  we  can  understand  —  not  your  gimmicks  and 
things  —  but  the  way  you  feel  about  them.  We  know  how  it  felt  to  be 
young  and  we  want  you  to  have  joy. 

We  also  thought  that  our  new  ways  were  better  than  our  parents' 
traditions,  but  the  years  have  proved  us  wrong  and  it  was  the  solid  and 
good  traditions  that  prevailed  and  now  we  are  challenged  with  instilling 
them  into  you,  in  spite  of  your  moods  and  growing  pains.  We  love  you 
so  much  that  we  will  be  patient  when  you  are  moody  and  otherwise,  but 
for  your  own  sakes,  we  cannot  allow  you  to  indulge  yourselves  and  so  we 
discipline  you,  with  love  and  with  dignity,  but  with  firmness  too,  and  you 
will  learn  that  manners  and  courtesy  do  not  date  because  they  are  an  essen- 
tial ingredient  for  communal  living. 

Dad  and  I  have  housed  you,  fed  you  and  clothed  you.  We  are  edu- 
cating you  academically  through  the  schools  to  which  we  send  you,  spiri- 
tually, at  home  and  through  the  Church.  We  are  educating  you  for  the 
business  of  life  by  our  conversations  with  you,  by  our  influence  over  you 
in  the  choice  of  your  friends,  by  making  books,  encyclopaedias,  news- 
papers, radio,  and  television  available  to  you.  We  also  pray  about  you  and 
for  you. 

You  are  standing  on  the  threshold  of  life  and  what  you  make  of 
yourselves  will  be  a  reflection  of  all  that  you  have  learned,  and  how  you 
conduct  yourselves  will  determine  whether  Dad  and  I  have  adequately  met 
the  challenge  of  bringing  you  up  in  the  way  that  you  should  go. 

You  are  choice  spirits,  my  sons,  or  you  would  not  have  been  born, 
into  this  last  dispensation.  You  will  have  temptations  and  trials  heaped 
upon  you  that  Dad  and  I  never  had  and  this  is  why  we  are  bringing  you 
up  as  individuals,  to  think  for  yourselves.  We  don't  want  you  to  be  sheep, 
following  here  and  there  with  no  notion  of  where  you  are  going.  We  do 
not  want  to  see  you  in  the  midst  of  student  riots,  yelling  and  demonstrating. 
While  you  are  students  we  expect  you  to  get  on  with  the  business  of 
learning,  then  when  you  have  gained  wisdom  and  knowledge  and  maturity 
of  character  you  can  participate  in  the  government  of  your  people. 

And  just  as  we  don't  want  to  see  you  slaves  of  mass  hysteria,  neither 
do  we  want  to  see  you  being  slaves  to  fashion.  We  understand  that  you 
are  young  and  that  the  fashions  are  gay  and  tempting,  so  we  have  given 
you  some  licence  and  watched  and  waited.  Some  of  the  choices  you've 
made  have  been  awful,  but  you've  learned  by  your  mistakes  and  that's  a 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

You  wanted  to  grow  your  hair  long.  Dad  objected  violently,  but  I 
prevailed  upon  him  to  let  you  try.  Dad  mellowed  a  little,  but  stuck  to  his 
guns  that  if  the  style  was  excessive  he  would  remedy  the  matter  himself. 
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I  am  glad  that  you  were  allowed  to  go  ahead,  but  I'm  also  glad  that 
Dad's  threat  was  no  idle  threat  and  that  you  knew  it.  It  is  necessary,  my 
sons,  for  him  to  have  authority  over  you,  and  it  is  a  priceless  lesson  that 
you  have  learned  in  that  you  respect  your  father's  authority. 

In  closing  my  letter  to  you  I  should  like  to  paraphrase  Lehi's  advice 
to  his  sons,  and  make  it  from  me  to  you.  I  pray  that  you  will  listen  atten- 
tively. I  pray  that  all  the  teenagers  of  the  Branch  will  listen,  for  this  is 
for  you  all. 

There  is  opposition  in  all  things.  We  must  know  wrong  so  that  we 
can  choose  the  right.  We  must  see  wickedness  so  that  we  can  appreciate 
holiness.  We  experience  misery  and  pain  so  that  we  can  know  happiness 
and  joy.  But  men  are  free,  knowing  good  from  evil,  to  choose  liberty  and 
eternal  life  through  the  great  Mediator,  or  to  choose  captivity  and  death 
according  to  the  power  of  the  devil. 

"And  now,  my  sons,  I  would  that  ye  should  look  to  the  great  Mediator, 
and  hearken  unto  his  commandments,  and  be  faithful  unto  his  words,  and 
choose  eternal  life,  according  to  the  will  of  His  Holy  Spirit." 

With  this  in  your  hearts  I  can  rest  easy  knowing  that  I  have  met  the 
challenge  of  loving  and  guiding  my  teenagers  because  I  know  that  if  you 
are  brought  up  in  the  way  that  you  should  go,  you  will  not  depart  from 
it.

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What  is  it  like  to  be  a 
Teen  in  Salt  Lake  City

It's  great  to  be  a  Latter-day  Saint  in  Salt  Lake  City  or  any  place  in 
Utah.  Church-wise,  you're  not  a  minority  statistic.  Most  of  the  students 
in  your  school  are  Mormons.  The  people  up  and  down  the  neighbourhood 
block  are  probably  Church  oriented.  When  you  go  to  MIA  or  priesthood 
meeting,  just  as  when  you  go  to  a  school  function,  your  friends  are  there. 
Instead  of  getting  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night  to  attend  seminary  most 
ninth  graders  can  reach  their  7.15  a.m.  class  in  five  or  ten  minutes  from 
home.  High  school  students  are  permitted  "released  time"  to  cross  the 
street  from  the  high  school  and  take  seminary  during  a  free  period  they 
schedule  during  the  day.  All  this  helps  make  it  easier  to  be  a  young  Latter- 
day  Saint  in  Salt  Lake  City  than  in  many  other  places. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  people  you  study  with,  work  with,  live  with, 
have  been  born  and  reared  in  the  Church.  Many  had  ancestors  who  crossed 
the  plains  to  settle  Zion  in  the  early  days.  Maybe  you  play  ball  with  the 
children  of  some  Church  leader,  or  even  live  next  door  to  one  of  the 
General  Authorities.  Your  gym  teacher  might  be  your  YWMIA  president, 
and  the  coach  of  your  ward  team  may  be  a  former  star  of  the  college 
team.  You  may  find  that  your  language  professor  has  presided  over  a 
mission. 

Life  in  the  city  is  geared  to  the  conference  crowds  in  April  and 
October  and  to  MIA  events  in  June.  Some  specially  favoured  teens  are 
on  occasion  called  in  by  Church  leaders  to  participate  in  conference  pro- 
grammes or  to  discuss  the  specific  needs  and  wants  of  youth  for  pro- 
gramme planning  and  lesson  manuals. 

If  you  are  a  teen  in  Salt  Lake  City  you  might  walk  past  the  Brigham 
Young  Monument  to  the  shops  in  town.  You  can  see  Brigham  Young's 
homes  and  the  Church  Office  Building  as  you  drive  down  South  Temple. 
You  can  pedal  your  bike  around  the  "This  Is  The  Place"  Monument  and 
spend  summer  evenings  on  Temple  Square.  You  can  attend  symphony 
concerts  and  important  lectures  in  the  historic  Tabernacle;  and  you  can 
plan  your  wedding  for  the  beautiful  Salt  Lake  Temple,  just  as  your  parents 
may  have  done  before  you  and  perhaps  even  their  parents,  too. 

If  you  are  a  boy,  you  grow  up  preparing  to  fill  a  mission.  It's  just  the 
thing  to  do.  In  fact,  in  some  wards  there  may  be  too  many  eligible  boys 
for  the  quota  these  draft-demanding  days.  The  waiting  list  is  long  and 
disappointment  keen  if  a  mission  is  missed.  If  you  are  a  girl,  you  may 
spend  many  of  your  weekends  going  to  farewell  parties  and  to  the  airport 
to  say  good-bye  to  the  elders.  Or  you  may  bake  cookies  to  send  him  in  a 
"care"  package  from  your  Gleaners  class. 

But  it's  different  in  Salt  Lake,  too,  because  many  of  the  youth  have 
never  had  to  defend  their  position  in  the  Church.  Often  you  don't  realize 
how  much  the  Church  and  its  way  of  life  really  mean  until  you  go  away. 
You  aren't  as  much  involved  in  local  missionary  work,  because  most  of 
your  friends  already  belong  to  the  Church.  It's  pleasant  to  have  so  many 
many  friends  who  are  members  of  the  Church.  The  variety  of  groups  you 
could  mingle  with  whose  standards  are  the  same  as  yours  seem  unlimited. 

The  many  inter-ward,  inter-stake,  inter-school,  and  all  Church  func- 
tions enlarge  your  circle  of  friends  to  such  an  extent  that  the  lines  at 
weddings,  funerals,  and  receptions  are  often  an  hour  long.  Many  people 
have  big  families  and  lots  of  relatives,  and  the  circle  of  loved  ones  ever 
widens. 
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Salt  Lake  City  teens  are  famous  for  their  good  looks.  They  are  con- 
scious of  the  latest  fashion  trends,  but  their  taste  in  dancing  and  music 
is  probably  more  conservative  than  in  many  other  places. 

You  can  walk  out  of  your  front  door  almost  any  place  in  the  valley 
of  the  pioneers,  go  for  a  few  blocks  in  any  direction,  and  come  to  a  lovely 
LDS  chapel  where  two  or  three  large  wards  meet. 

People  reach  for  a  cone  instead  of  a  drink  in  this  Mormon  country, 
so  there  is  probably  a  favourite  shake  shop  just  around  the  nearest  corner 
where  ice  cream  is  sold  in  enormous  quantities. 

High  above  the  valley  to  the  east  are  famous  ski  resorts.  You  can 
ski  in  tall,  rugged  mountains  that  your  pioneer  ancestors  crossed  in 
covered  wagons.  And  when  you  stop  to  think  about  it,  your  heart  throbs 
a  moment.  At  the  western  end  of  the  valley  is  Great  Salt  Lake.  You  can 
float  like  a  cork  in  that  salty  water.  You  learn  of  the  valley's  similarity  to 
the  Saviour's  country,  for  there  is  a  Jordan  River  in  Salt  Lake,  too,  that 
empties  into  this  "dead  sea." 

Teens  may  go  skiing  with  ward  or  school  groups  in  the  winter.  They 
"tube"  and  ice  skate  and  snowshoe  into  mountain  cabins  just  a  half  hour 
away  from  the  city.  They  have  parties  galore  in  each  other's  homes.  They 
hike  and  hold  cookouts,  water  ski  on  mountain  lakes,  play  tennis  by  the 
hour,  and  travel  with  friends,  family,  or  ward  groups  to  fantastic  red 
rock  national  parks  just  a  few  hours  away. 

There  is  a  mixture  of  nationalities  in  this  beautiful,  busy  city.  Immi- 
grants who  have  come  from  all  over  the  world  to  live  in  Salt  Lake  enrich 
the  lives  of  all.  Missionaries  who  have  laboured  in  far-away  places  return 
home  filled  with  new  ideas  and  often  teach  languages  part-time  in  schools. 
Teens  can  become  familiar  with  different  languages  and  native  dances 
and  foreign  foods.  They  hear  lectures  about  the  Church  throughout  the 
world  at  Sunday  firesides.  But  the  world  is  moving  in  and  bringing  with 
it  its  problems  and  complexities.  Salt  Lake  isn't  the  sheltered  heaven  it 
once  was.  This  is  all  the  more  reason  why  this  generation,  of  teens  realizes 
the  importance  of  knowing  more  and  more  about  their  Church  and  its 
standards,  as  well  as  its  history,  and  of  living  them  thoroughly.

I  pray  that  you  may  in  humility  ask  him  whether 
it  be  true,  and  I  promise  you  that  he  will  respond  and  that  you  will  know 
from  the  warmth  in  your  heart  that  what  I  have  said  this  morning  is 
God's  eternal  truth,  to  which  I  humbly  bear  witness  in  the  name  of  Jesus

Apart  from  my  birth,  marriage,  and  birth  of  our  children  there  have 
been  three  outstanding  milestones  in  my  life.  The  first  was  my  Baptism. 
The  second  major  step  was  one  for  which  my  wife,  children  and  I  earnestly 
prayed  —  to  go  to  the  House  of  The  Lord  and  be  sealed  as  a  family  for 
eternity.  This  we  were  blessed  to  achieve  in  April  1964.  It  was  then  that 
we  also  received  our  great  guideposts  for  life,  our  Patriarchal  Blessings. 
These  two  steps  were  ones  for  which  we  had  prepared  and  we  took  them 
with  great  joy  and  thanksgiving.  The  third  step  was  when  I  was  called,  in 
March  1965,  to  the  office  of  Branch  President.  I  had  always  gratefully 
accepted  calls  to  serve  in  the  Church  but  this  was  a  challenge  that  I  had 
never  anticipated.  I  pray  the  Lord's  blessing  on  my  labours  and  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  sustaining  power  of  my  counsellors,  my  family,  and  the 
officers  and  members  of  Salisbury  Branch. 

Alexander  B.  Corbett  —  Branch  President 

It  was  about  a  year  after  emigrating  to  Rhodesia  that  the  missionaries 
contacted  us.  This  was  our  first  introduction  to  Mormonism,  and  we  sub- 
sequently did  a  course  of  lessons  with  them.  For  the  first  time  in  my  life 
religion  meant  something  to  me,  but  I  was  unable  to  fulfill  the  require- 
ments the  Church  expected  of  me. 

Some  eight  years  elapsed  before  contact  with  the  Elders  was  again 
made,  and  this  through  a  missionary  who  had  long  since  returned  home. 
I  again  started  a  series  of  lessons  with  them  and  my  wife  and  I  were 
baptised  on  December  22,  1962. 

My  first  appointment  was  Assistant  Branch  Clerk  in  February  1963, 
and  Branch  Clerk  in  October,  after  which  I  was  made  2nd  Counsellor 
December  1964.  After  the  Branch  President  was  released  I  was  called  as 
1st  Counsellor  in  March  1965,  to  the  new  Branch  President  and  I  am  still 
serving  in  that  capacity  at  present. 

Francis  L.  Oliver  —  First  Counsellor 

It  was  while  serving  with  the  Northern  Rhodesia  Police  that  my  life 
began  to  change  —  I  seemed  to  be  searching  for  something  in  life. 

One  night  as  my  wife  and  I  sat  studying  the  scriptures  a  knock  on  the 
door  brought  two  Mormon  missionaries  into  our  home.  We  began  in- 
vestigation of  the  Gospel  and  on  Sunday  April  16,  1961  we  both  entered 
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the  waters  of  baptism.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  go  to  the 
London  Temple  a  few  years  later,  where  on  March  27,  1965,  we  were 
sealed  along  with  our  family,  for  time  and  all  eternity. 

One  of  the  greatest  spiritual  experiences  I  have  known  happened  to 
me  at  the  dedication  of  the  Derby  Chapel,  which  we  attended.  It  was  there 
that  we  had  our  Patriarchal  blessings  conferred  upon  us.  Patriarch  Oliver 
Storer  led  us  to  one  of  the  classrooms  where  he  spoke  to  us  for  a  while. 
He  then  asked  me  to  offer  a  word  of  prayer.  While  I  was  praying  a  feeling 
came  over  me,  that  we  were  not  alone  in  that  room.  Following  this  my 
wife  received  her  Patriarchal  Blessing,  and  it  was  then  that  I  became  in- 
creasingly aware  of  the  presence  of  Heavenly  Beings.  It  was  a  most  moving 
experience  and  one  that  I  shall  never  forget.

President  McKay  Now  Longest  Lived 
General    Authority 

One  more  milestone  in  the  precedent  setting  life  of  President  David 
O.  McKay  was  passed  in  December  —  without  fanfare. 

He  became  the  longest-lived  General  Authority  of  the  Church  since 
its  organization  in  1830. 

The  previous  oldest  General  Authority  was  Charles  W.  Penrose  who 
lived  to  be  93  years,  three  months  and  eight  days. 

President  McKay  passed  that  mark  on  December  16,  of  last  year. 

President  Penrose  was  first  counsellor  in  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church  when  he  died  in  1934  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  was  born  in  London, 
England,  September  16,  1852,  and  ordained  an  Apostle  July  7,  1904.  He 
became  second  counsellor  in  the  First  Presidency  in  1921  and  four  years 
later  was  named  first  counsellor  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant. 

President  McKay  was  born  September  8,  1873,  at  Huntsville,  Utah, 
ordained  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  April  9,  1906,  sustained 
as  second  counsellor  in  the  First  Presidency  in  1934,  and  sustained  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Church  April  9,  1951. 

The  past  April  Conference  marked  17  years  President  McKay  has 
been  leading  the  Church.  Under  his  direction  phenomenal  growth  has 
taken  place  through  an  expanded  missionary  programme.  The  Church's 
educational  efforts  have  been  greatly  strengthened;  new  emphasis  has  been 
given  to  temple  building  and  genealogy  activities;  implementation  of  the 
Family  Home  Evening  Programme  has  occurred;  large  strides  have  been 
made  in  the  Church's  building  programme,  and  major  strengthening  of 
the  leadership  of  the  Church  at  the  ward,  stake,  branch,  and  mission  level 
through  the  great  correlation  programme  has  been  achieved. 

Longevity  has  been  the  mark  of  the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church, 
of  course,  almost  since  the  inception  of  the  appointment  of  the  First 
Presidency  and  Council  of  the  Twelve  in  1835.  Many  of  these  men  have 
lived  into  their  70's,  80's,  and  90's. 

Two  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Church  lived  to  be  70  or  more;  five  lived 
into  their  80's,  and  two  have  lived  past  90. 

In  terms  of  length  of  service  as  President,  Brigham  Young  holds  the 
record  with  30  years  —  from  1847  to  1877.  Next  is  Heber  J.  Grant  with 
more  than  26  years. 

The  other  presidents  and  their  length  of  years  as  president  are:  The 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  12|  years;  John  Taylor,  seven  years;  Wilford 
Woodruff,  nine  years;  Lorenzo  Snow,  three  years;  Joseph  F.  Smith,  17 
years;  and  George  Albert  Smith,  six  years.

Scouts    Go    Camping

All 
these  lovely  scenic  spots  can  only  be  reached  on  foot  as  there  are  no  roads 
whatsoever.  Even  the  paths  are  non-existent  at  times,  so  game  trails  had  to 
be  followed. 

Everyone  appreciated  the  beauties  of  God's  creations  more  fully  and 
the  highlights  of  both  of  these  camping  expeditions  were  the  Sunday  ser- 
vices which  were  held  in  the  open,  and  the  wonderful  spirit  which  en- 
couraged everyone  to  bear  their  testimonies.
